Teachers around Alberta are 
handing down a failing grade 
after a trial of new-form of prov¬ 
incial testing. 

This fall, the bulk of Grade 
3 students in the province 
took part in a pilot of diagnos¬ 
tic Student Learning Assess¬ 
ments (SLAs) that are written 
online and intend to replace 
controversial end-of-year Prov¬ 
incial Achievement Tests (PATs), 
which are written by hand. 

But dozens of comments 
gathered by representatives of 
the Alberta Teacher’s Associa¬ 
tion and posted by instructors 
to the union’s website identify 
common themes as student 


confusion with the digital test 
and a severe lack of technology. 

“The overwhelming re¬ 
sponse I received from teach¬ 
ers is that it was an initiative 
that created an absolute mess 
in terms of undue stress, in 
terms of workload ... to set up 
the exam, to administer it and 
to mark it,” ATA President Mark 
Ramsanlcar said Thursday. 

Ramsanlcar said, while his 
group believes the SLA model 
is a positive step forward, the 
province will need to iron out 
numerous kinks. 

He also raised questions 
about whether Grade 3 kids are 
too young to properly complete 
the digital assessment, and said 
his organization would prefer 
the tests be conducted at the 
outset of Grade 4. 

A request for an interview 
on the SLAs trial put to Alberta 
Education was met with an 
emailed response Thursday. 

“Teachers, parents, admin¬ 
istrators and students have 


responded positively, and they 
continue working with us to 
refine and improve the assess¬ 
ments in the coming years,” 
spokesperson Tamara Magnan 
wrote. 

She noted that, in late Sep¬ 
tember, Education Minister 
Gordon Dirks granted an ex¬ 
tension that allowed the tests 
to be completed and marked 
between Sept. 29 and Oct. 24. 
Previously, all tests were to be 
completed and returned to the 
province by Oct. 10. 

“We have heard concerns 
from teachers regarding their 
workload and the SLAs, that is 
why we extended the timeline 
for administering this year’s pi¬ 
lot from two weeks to four, and 
we are seeking feedback from 
eveiyone involved in order to 
improve the SLAs in future 
years,” Magnan said. 

The SLAs will also be phased 
in as the new standard for prov¬ 
incial testing in grades 6 and 9.

The city is pushing for more 
winter patios, with business¬ 
es taking note of the advan¬ 
tages of serving customers 
outside year-round. 

Heaters and blankets 
were handed out to restau¬ 
rants last year. City offi¬ 
cials say more of those are 
expected to make the rounds 
at several businesses this 
winter. 

“My sense is that (winter 
patios) is something part of 
Edmonton’s culture that’s 
going to start to grow,” said 
Susan Holdsworth with the 
city. 

The city doesn’t keep 
specific figures on how 
many businesses apply for 
winter patio permits at this 
time, but community mem¬ 
bers say there’s a noticeable 
difference in the winter 
mindset in the city. 

“I think you’re going to 
see more of what Cactus 
Club on 112 Street and Earls 
in Oliver, where it’s more 
of an enclosed space,” said 
Jarrett Campbell with the 
Oliver Community League. 

“We’re just going to see 
more of it, especially if we 
do a better job as a city in 
embracing it.” 

Holdsworth echoed that 
sentiment as the city gears 
up for more winter initia¬ 
tives. 

“We’re getting there. 
Besides asking people to go 
hang out on winter patios, 
we’re asking people how to 
design them so they’re more 
comfortable. We found last 
year, the ones that were suc¬ 
cessful were the ones that 
had access to sunshine.”

Tuition hikes. Student 
leaders concerned 
about budgets could 
be affected by wait

Alberta’s post-secondary 
minister revealed Thursday 
just how many market- 
modifier tuition hikes pro¬ 
posals he’s received, but 
said he needs more time to 
mull them over. 

It was expected that Min¬ 
ister Donald Scott would re¬ 
veal Monday which schools 
would be granted approval 
to charge more in programs 
they say are being offered at 
a cheaper rate than similar 
offerings elsewhere in the 
country. Generally, tuition 
is tied to the rate of infla¬ 
tion, but the province has, 
for the first time in four 
years, opened the door to 
the far more significant 
modifier hikes. 

Scott, however, noted 
the Nov. 17 deadline had 
been set by his minister pre¬ 
decessor, former premier 
Dave Hancock. 

“I want to make sure 
that I’ve taken the time to 
consider all the informa¬ 
tion that’s been provided ... 
I consider the students and 
the institutions partners in 
education,” he said. 

“I’m going to take all 
points of view into ac¬ 
count.” 

The minister did reveal 
for the first time, however, 


that a total of 26 modifier 
requests have been submit¬ 
ted by 10 schools. While 
schools are free to discuss 
their proposals publicly, the 
province won’t provide a 
definitive list of those seek¬ 
ing the tuition bump and 
for which programs. 

University of Alberta 
Student Union’s VP Exter¬ 
nal Navneet Khinda said 
Scott himself notified her 
of the delay on Thursday 
as he made the rounds, 
calling student leaders and 
informing them of his deci¬ 
sion. 

“I’d rather he push back 
the deadline than make a 
hurried decision, so if the 
reason they’re pushing it 
back is to take their time to 
thoroughly review it, that’s 
good,” she said. 

Khinda said student lead¬ 
ers are now concerned the 
ministry’s delay could have 
a greater impact moving 
forward. 

“It is a little bit con¬ 
cerning because it prompts 
the question if they do an¬ 
nounce it later, what does 
that mean for university 
budgeting as well as for pre¬ 
dictability,” she said, add¬ 
ing if there will be increas¬ 
es, it’s better for students 
to know sooner rather than 
later. 

By comparison, in 2010, 
the last time the province 
mulled modifier hikes, five 
schools submitted a com¬ 
bined total of 24 proposals 
and six were approved. 

Metro has confirmed six 
of the 10 schools that will 
be seeking the hikes this 
time around. 


The schools on the list 


Calgaiy’s Bow Valley College 
will seek tuition boosts in 
health-care aid, pharmacy 
technician and nursing, while 
their peers at Mount Royal 
University will seek increases 
in business administration, 
nursing and science tuition. 

The University of Alberta 
(law, business and pharmacy) 
and University of Calgaiy (en¬ 
gineering, law and graduate 
business administration) will 
also seek hikes. 

It’s also expected that the 
University of Lethbridge will 


apply for a hike to its manage¬ 
ment program fees. 

Officials with Lethbridge 
College have refused to dis¬ 
close the increase they’re 
seeking, but it’s believed they 
did issue submissions. 

Athabasca officials have 
indicated they will seek a 
small increase to fees for their 
commerce program. Calgaiy’s 
Alberta College of Art and De¬ 
sign said they were looking at 
hikes in fine arts and design 
but hadn’t settled on a dollar 
figure. 



Approvals

this is an opportunity to get 
facts on the table,” he said.

Council heard from a host 
of residents who asked the 
city to consider refocusing the 
program on neighbourhoods 
and away from arterial roads. 

Iveson is open to more en¬ 
forcement in communities, 
but not at the expense of 
keeping main roads safe. 

“If people want to see 
more enforcement in their 
neighbourhoods too, that can 
be arranged,” he said. 

While many residents 
asked council to refocus the 
program, Dr. Louis Fran- 
cescutti from the University 
of Alberta encouraged coun¬ 
cil to go the other way. 

“The first big problem 
with photo radar is there is 
not enough of it,” he said and 
added the second problem 
with the program is that it 
doesn’t come with demerit 
points.

Alberta to phase in flavoured tobacco ban legislation 



Alberta is phasing in a law passed last fall to ban flavoured tobacco 
products, but has decided to exempt menthol, the Canadian press file 


Alberta has exempted men¬ 
thol from its flavoured to¬ 
bacco ban law that health 
groups once held up as an 
example for other govern¬ 
ments to follow. 

Health Minister Stephen 
Mandel said Thursday the 
legislation — to be phased 
in — will still protect young 
people from the dangers of 
other flavoured tobacco. 

After a year of study since 
the law was passed, the govern¬ 
ment decided that banning the 
popular minty weed wouldn’t 
be cool with adults who enjoy 
menthol, Mandel said. 


“You need to deal with the 
realities of the world and we 
made an effort to deal with 
flavoured tobaccos and I think 
that we are quite restrictive in 
that area. 

“The decision was made 
that menthol would be one 
we leave out at this point in 
time.” 

Health, medical and 
anti-smoking groups say ex¬ 
empting menthol is a mis¬ 
take, because the flavour is 
the most popular with young 
people. 

There are studies that say 
menthol soothes the throat, 


opens the airways and in¬ 
creases nicotine absorption 
into the bloodstream. 

Angeline Webb of the 
Canadian Cancer Society said 
Alberta’s decision was veiy 
disappointing and thousands 
of young people will pay the 
price. 

“Menthol is the most in¬ 
sidious flavour of tobacco 
products. It leads to addiction. 
It leads to initiation and youth 
who smoke menthol are 
much more likely to become 
long-term smokers than their 
non-menthol smoking peers,” 
she said, the Canadian press 


Menthol matters 


• On Sept. 30 , the Can¬ 
adian Cancer Society, the 
Heart and Stroke Founda¬ 
tion and the Lung As¬ 
sociation urged all health 
ministers across Canada 
to join Alberta in banning 
flavoured tobacco prod¬ 
ucts, including menthol. 

• The federal, Ontario and 
Manitoba governments 
have balked at including 
menthol in flavoured 
tobacco ban legislation.

REACH looks for cash as 
council considers budget 


NDP critic launches SMS

Sending a text is taking on 
a whole new meaning for 
members from Alberta’s New 
Democratic Party, as one MLA 
calls on students to share their 
experiences with Gay-Straight 
Alliances via SMS. 

Last week, Education Min¬ 
ister Gordon Dirks asked the 
province’s school boards to 
share the number of gay- 
straight alliances and anti¬ 
bullying groups running in 
each district. NDP critic Deron 
Bilous followed up the request 
with a fact-finding mission of 
his own. 

“We feel it’s veiy import¬ 


ant that we’re actually giving a 
voice to the veiy people GSAs 
affect,” Bilous said Thursday 
following his announcement. 

The initiative will offer 
students a platform to text in 
their stories and experiences 
of trying to launch a GSA in 
their school. 

Bilous said he hopes the 
texts will offer insight to MLAs 
on the struggle students have 
endured trying to get GSAs 
off the ground before Liberal 
Bill 202, the Safe and Inclusive 
School Act, is introduced later 
this year. 

“Before this hits the legisla¬ 
tive floor, what we want to do 
is first of all give a voice to LG- 
BTQstudents and their allies to 
tell their stories,” said Bilous. 

Dr. Kris Wells, director of 
the Institute for Sexual Min¬ 
ority Studies & Services at the 
University of Alberta, said any 
time the government is inter¬ 
ested in learning more about 
the LGBTQ community it’s a 
good sign. 


“Any support or conversa¬ 
tion on gay-straight alliance is 
good news for the province,” 
said Wells. “These obstacles do 
exist and it’s one of the reasons 
why the Liberal Bill 202 needs 
to pass.” 


Wells said he hopes the 
texts will kick off a broader 
conversation on LGBTQ issues 
in the province. 

“The more discussion, the 
more conversation, the more 
stories, the better,” he said. 


Two Edmonton councillors 
want the city to make nip¬ 
ping crime in the bud — be¬ 
fore violators are old enough 
to stir up trouble — a top pri¬ 
ority. 

Both Coun. Scott McKeen 
and Andrew Knack told Metro 
the city needs to put a greater 
emphasis on crime preven¬ 
tion versus intervention by 
funding programs that focus 
on community support. 

“I feel like we’re walking 
a fine line that I’m usually 
critical of other levels of gov¬ 
ernment for, which is we’re 
throwing more money into 
the reaction rather than the 
prevention,” said Knack. 

One community resource 
McKeen said council should 
consider funding is REACH’S 
schools as community hubs 
program, which is seeking 
$500,000 in the operating 
budget. 

“We spend a lot of money 
on policing. It’s almost like 
in Edmonton and in society 
broadly, we’ve been talk¬ 
ing about prevention,” said 


McKeen. “But REACH is out 
there on the ground, work¬ 
ing with various agencies and 
doing crime prevention at its 
most basic.” 

The program, which is 
now in its fourth year, part¬ 
ners with nine Edmonton 
public and Catholic schools 
to offer access points for high 
needs families, like immi¬ 
grant, refugee or aboriginal 
families. 

REACH director Lindsay 
Daniller said the pilot project 
has built a strong business 
case for new funding during 
its four-year run. 

“For eveiy dollar invested, 
there is a $4.60 social return 
on investment,” said Daniller. 
“Over the four years that we 
measured this, (there was a) 
$4.3 million increase in the 
amount of money families 
earned because their children 
were in safe places.” 

Daniller said by investing 
in children and families, 
REACH works to change the 
next generation in Edmon¬ 
ton.

Edmonton city councillors ex¬ 
tinguished any notion of a fire 
pit ban Thursday, but are con¬ 
sidering stepped-up regulations 
to help clear the air. 

Coun. Scott McKeen asked 
for a report on the issue earlier 
this year and said he was con¬ 
cerned about people dealing 
with breathing problems and 
fire pits in neighbours’ yards. 

“We have people who are 
at the end of their rope and I 
would like to do something for 


them,” he said. 

Retired firefighter William 
Quinn was among those plead¬ 
ing to council for a total ban on 
the pits. He compared backyard 
fire pits to cigarette smoke and 
said eventually the city would 
look back on this time and 
realize they made a mistake al¬ 
lowing them for so long. 

“The City of Edmonton is 
only one of veiy few in North 
America that permit fire pits in 
yards,” he said. “Wood smoke is 
one of the most toxic forms of 
pollutants.” 

Councillors asked for bylaw 
changes that will put in place 
a ban during any provincial 
air quality advisories and have 
asked for other ways to address 
problem fire pits. 

Quinn said an outright ban 
would be better, because people 
don’t follow the existing rules. 

“They ignore the bylaw and

they feel they have a primal 
right to bum,” he said. 

McKeen got a deluge of 
emails from residents after 
floating the idea of permitting 
the fire pits, which is why he 
is not pushing for that or for a 
total ban.

He’s been out of the mil¬ 
itary for 20 years, but vet¬ 
eran and longtime Beverly 
resident Joe Luce has taken 
on a new mission — to re¬ 
furbish the crumbling Bev¬ 
erly Cenotaph, and restore 
it to a stately place of sig¬ 
nificance in the community. 

Sitting on the busy cor¬ 
ner of 118 Avenue and 40 
Street in the city’s historic 
Beverly neighbourhood, the 
cenotaph looks fine, but the 
original 100-year-old con¬ 
crete foundation holding 
the block and pillar is sink¬ 
ing, causing deep cracks 
and falling chunks of con¬ 
crete at the structure’s base. 

While the city has 
patched and repatched the 
base over the years, Luce 
is after a permanent solu¬ 
tion. He’s asking the city — 
which recently granted the 
site a historical designation 


Beverly Cenotaph 


• At 94 years old, the Bev¬ 
erly Cenotaph is said to 
be the oldest in Alberta 
and one of the oldest in 
the country. The struc¬ 
ture commemorates 170 
Beverly men who fought 
in the First World War, 
Second World War, and 
in the Korean conflict, 
and the 17 who died. 


• The Beverly Memorial 
Cenotaph Committee 
— a handful of vets, 
business owners and 
residents — has secured 
$ 50,000 of an estimated 
$ 500,000 needed to re¬ 
build the cenotaph foun¬ 
dation and surrounding 
landscape. 


— businesses and residents 
from Beverly and beyond to 
help fund a full-scale res¬ 
toration of the cenotaph, 
surrounding sidewalk and 
landscaping. 

“We presented a design 
to residents this spring, 
when Beverly celebrated 
its 100th anniversary,” Luce 
said. “People treasure this 
cenotaph every Remem¬ 


brance Day, and they don’t 
want us to replace it — just 
find a permanent solution 
to the disrepair.” 

Luce said the cenotaph 
committee is considering a 
granite or marble base to 
the structure, which would 
also be updated to recog¬ 
nize soldiers from Canada’s 
peacekeeping missions, and 
the conflicts in Afghanistan 
and Iraq. 

“There are grants we 
can pursue, but we’ll still 
need a lot of help from the 
community to open up this 
space — make it like a town 
centre,” Luce said. 

Rudy Smolcik, who runs 
the pawn shop down the 
block, said “it’s simple re¬ 
spect to restore the Ceno¬ 
taph for all service people 
in the neighbourhood.” 
His wife, Lilian, runs the 
cafe at the next-door Drake 
Hotel, offering free coffee 
and hot chocolate to those 
attending Remembrance 
Day services each year, so 
Smolcik said the cenotaph 
is important to the whole 
community.

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Are people on the Prairies 
more racist? 

The First Nations University 
of Canada in Regina didn’t 
really set out to answer that 
in 2011, when it collaborated 
with Environics Institute on 
the Urban Aboriginal Peoples 
Study (UAPS), but that’s one 
thing you could take from it. 

The comprehensive survey 
of 2,600 Metis, Inuit and First 
Nations peoples living in Can¬ 
ada’s 11 largest cities — home 
to almost half the countiy’s 
population — showed that 
indigenous people in Prairie 
cities felt they were discrimin¬ 
ated against more. 

Asked how they feel they 
are perceived by non-indigen- 
ous people, 80 per cent of 
those in Edmonton said nega¬ 
tively, more than any other 
city, followed by Winnipeg, 
Regina and Saskatoon. 

A poll of non-aboriginals by 
CBC and Environics released 
Wednesday shows that it 
wasn’t in their heads. 

Asked whether they would 
date an aboriginal person, only 
half of respondents on the 
Prairies said yes, as opposed 
to the national average of 63 
percent. They were significant¬ 
ly less tolerant about being 
an aboriginal’s neighbour or 
employee. 

One might think that 


having the highest proportion 
of aboriginals outside of the 
territories would breed toler¬ 
ance. But it doesn’t, and Rocky 
Sinclair isn’t surprised. 

“There’s more contact 
between aboriginals and non¬ 
aboriginals in the West,” says 
the CEO of the Alberta Indian 
Investment Corporation. In¬ 
stead of fostering integration, 
he says, the exposure divides 
them, often along issues like 
the oil industry. “People’s 
politics play into that.” 

In fact, he thinks polls like 
these can do more negative 
than good. Although they 
gauge Canada’s tolerance, 
given the ease with which 
people are willing to admit 
their prejudices, the polls also 
reveal just how permissible it 
is for Canadians — including 
other minorities — to have a 
negative opinion of aborigin¬ 
als. “And the image of intoler¬ 
ance forms (other Canadians’) 
opinion, and the problem 
with our people is there’s a 
lot of negativity to go around 
already.” 

As vice-president of Alcsis, 
a government-funded busi¬ 
ness network for aboriginals, 
Sinclair knows of people 
who conceal their race for 
a business advantage. Still, 
he’s optimistic. “I look at the 
positives and see the people 
who are open-minded — those 
are the people I want to work 
with, who make the difference 
to me.” 

So what can Edmonton — 


a city with one of Canada’s 
fastest growing aboriginal 
populations — do to be more 
tolerant? There’s already mo¬ 
mentum on this front. 

The city has been work¬ 
ing on that exact issue since 
2006, when Urban Aboriginal 
Accord Initiative was formed, 
to improve integration by 
making indigenous culture 
more visible. 

Recent examples include 
funding a research project to 
find and commemorate the 
original site of the Treaty 6 
signing and naming a forth¬ 
coming downtown park after 
Alex Decoteau, Cree Olym¬ 
pian and Canada’s first police 
officer. 

Business also plays a large 
role in this by making success¬ 
ful aboriginal people more 
visible, hence the formation of 
Alcsis and EEDC’s Aboriginal 
Business Development. 

That’s in tradition with the 
origins of the city, when Cree 
people played an impera¬ 
tive role in Fort Edmonton’s 
economy. 

“We need to find our place 
in that again,” says Sinclair. 
“We want to be seen as a part 
of the prosperity in the west, 
and not just be observers of it.” 

Such efforts are critical as 
more indigenous people are 
leaving rural communities 
for large and predominantly 
Prairie cities. 

Edmonton’s indigenous 
population is expected to soon 
exceed Winnipeg’s.

Child porn case. 

Parents of victim 
satisfied with 
conditional discharge 




The father of a victim in a high- 
profile child pornography case 
said he feels good about the 
strong comments made by 
the judge during sentencing, 
but would have liked to hear 
an apology from the accused 
“when it mattered.” 

On Thursday, a youth court 
judge gave a conditional dis¬ 
charge to a 20-year-old man 
who pleaded guilty to making 
child pom involving a 15-year- 
old girl. He cannot be identified 
because he was 17 when he 
committed the offence. 

The girl died last year after 
she was taken off life support 
following a suicide attempt, 
and cannot be identified be¬ 
cause of a publication ban. She 
was 17. 


“There’s no sentence that 
would be good enough or 
strong enough to ever reflect 
what this did to my daughter,” 
the father told reporters after 
court. His name can’t be pub¬ 
lished because it would identify 
the victim. 

The victim’s father said 
he was glad the judge spoke 
strongly to the accused about 
the impact the photo had on 
his daughter’s life, but would 
have liked to hear from the 
young man before the incident 
came to court. 

“He knew the damage that 
this did, and didn’t do anything 
about it. He should have (apolo¬ 
gized) when it mattered,” he 
said. 

Nearly a dozen Anonymous 
protesters holding signs with 
the victim’s name shouted “f-k 
the ban” outside court. 

Both parents read victim 
impact statements in court and 
wiped tears from their eyes, 
with her mother saying the 
photo “mined her life.” 

“She was never the same 
again,” her mother said. “The 
impact and trauma that fol¬ 
lowed her was enormous.”

Man avoids 
jail time 

A young man who pleaded 
guilty to making child 
pornography after he took 
a picture of an intoxicated 
teenager having sex at a 
party was given a condi¬ 
tional discharge and a sharp 
reprimand by the judge for 
destroying the girl’s life. 

“He should never forget 
the promising, vibrant, 
young life that was eventu¬ 
ally destroyed by his choice 
to record an act of sexual 
degradation,” Judge Gregoiy 
Lenehan told the packed 
courtroom in Halifax. 

The young man will also 
have to register with the 
national DNA database and 
meet with a youth worker 
periodically for 12 months. 
He was also ordered to issue 
a written apology to the 
girl’s family.

When Julie Harper heard a 
knock at the door Saturday 
morning, she thought it was 
her 16-year-old daughter 
Rinelle, who had been out cele¬ 
brating the completion of her 
high school midterms. 

Instead, it was a Winnipeg 
police detective, there to tell 
her Rinelle had been beaten, 
sexually assaulted and left for 
dead beside the Assiniboine 
River. When she rushed to 
the hospital, Harper didn’t 
recognize her badly beaten 
daughter. 

“I can still see her, lying 
there,” Harper said Thurs¬ 
day. “I didn’t think that was 
Rinelle, but it was her.” 

Sexual assault victims 
aren’t usually identified pub¬ 
licly, but Rinelle’s parents al¬ 
lowed police to release her

name while they searched for 
her attackers. Tips poured in 
and two young men, aged 20 
and 17, were arrested Tuesday. 
They face charges of attempted 
murder and sexual assault. 

They are also accused of 
aggravated sexual assault on a 
23-year-old woman later that 
same night. 

Julie Harper said her daugh¬ 


ter had just moved out of in¬ 
tensive care and into the chil¬ 
dren’s ward Thursday.

3e ‘disincentive’ for 
johns to call police, 
professor points out 


A lead detective in Ottawa’s 
teen pimp investigation wants 
men who purchase sex to 
ensure the people they are 
having sex with are over 18 
and willing participants. But 
an advocate for sex workers 
warns doing so might put 
johns in a legal quandaiy. 

After the ringleader of the 
teen pimping ring was sen¬ 
tenced last week as an adult, 
Ottawa police Det. Carolyn 
Botting said men need to start 
talking to other men about 


the purchase of sex. “I think 
you have to do more than ask 
a person their age. You need 
to check identification,” said 
Botting in an interview with 
Metro on Wednesday. 

Chris Bruclcert, a criminol¬ 


ogy professor at the University 
of Ottawa, said it is realistic to 
ask johns to make a better ef¬ 
fort to ensure their customers 
are over 18 and consenting. 

However, with the federal 
government’s new prostitu¬ 


tion laws that come into effect 
Dec. 6, Bruclcert suspects the 
legislation will put johns in an 
awkward situation. 

“If in fact they do call po¬ 
lice because they suspect 
someone is underage or 
in a situation of exploita¬ 
tion, they’re actually setting 
themselves up to be crimin¬ 
ally charged,” said Bruclcert, 
a member of Prostitutes of 
Ottawa/Gatineau Work, Edu¬ 
cate and Resist (POWER). “So, 
that’s quite a big disincentive, 
to not help the police.” 

Ottawa police uncovered 
the underage pimping ring in 
part because a john did call 
police after a girl who came 
to his door on May 18, 2012, 
told him she was 17 and was 
forced to be there. He later 
testified in court as a witness 
for the Crown. 

Ottawa police identified 
four out of at least six johns in 
the teen pimping case. Only 
one was charged. 


The RCMP in Prince Edward 
Island say their investigation 
into food tampering now in¬ 
cludes 10 potatoes containing 
sewing needles. 

The Mounties say the 
needles were found in three 
more potatoes originating 
from Linkletter Farms in 
Summerside with the help of 
metal detection equipment. 

The potatoes were re¬ 
turned as part of a voluntaiy 
recall and have been sent to a 


forensic laboratory for more 
testing. 

Police were already inves¬ 
tigating seven incidents of 
potato tampering throughout 
the Atlantic provinces. 

The RCMP say three more 
pallets of recalled potatoes 
have yet to be examined. 

The potato industry in 
P.E.I. is offering a reward of 
up to $50,000 for information 
on how needles ended up in

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Kink versus coercion: How 
experts test sexual desire 


S&M and consent. 

Canada's top forensic 
psychiatrist explains 
what tests can tell us

Some people are aroused by 
consensual sadomasochistic 
sex, and others are turned on 
by violating another person’s 
consent. 

In sexual-behaviour labora¬ 
tories in Ottawa, it’s possible 
to tell the difference. 

The high-profile allega¬ 
tions against former CBC host 
Jian Ghomeshi have raised a 
lot of questions about consent 
and S&M. 

“There are some people 
who, besides the fact that they 
may be interested in S&M sex, 
may also have arousal or sex¬ 
ual interest or sexual prefer¬ 
ence related to non-consensual 
sex,” said Dr. John Bradford. 
“When we evaluate people ... 
we can tease out these types of 
things, to see what the sexual 
preference actually is.” 

Bradford has examined the 
country’s most infamous sex¬ 
ually motivated serial killers: 
Paul Bernardo, Robert Piclcton 
and Russell Williams. Brad¬ 
ford is the founder of the For¬ 
ensic Psychiatiy Royal College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Canada in Ottawa, professor of 
forensic psychiatiy at multiple 
universities, and a member of 
the Order of Canada. 

He said that when discuss¬ 
ing Ghomeshi, who has pub¬ 


licly acknowledged engaging 
in “rough sex,” it’s important 
to recognize that sadomaso¬ 
chism occurs all over the 
world between consenting 
people without issue. 

He has not examined 
Ghomeshi and said he could 
talk only in general terms. 

Nine women and one man 
have accused Ghomeshi of 
crimes including sexual ha¬ 
rassment and non-consensual 
sexual violence. Ghomeshi 
has said through a Faceboolc 
posting that all of his sexual 
activities were consensual. He 
is under police investigation, 
but has not been charged. 

Studying sexual preference 

Bradford said a preference 
for non-consensual sex can be 
determined. 

“We have sexual-behaviour 
laboratories where we can 
measure sexual arousal,” he 
said. 

Bradford said the subject 
would be presented with 
different situations — con¬ 
sensual and non-consensual 
— and his arousal would be 
measured to determine a sex¬ 
ual interest in violating con¬ 
sent. The subject would also 
be presented erotic aggression 
to determine sadistic interest. 

Bradford said a preference 
for non-consensual sex can 
be determined by measuring 
physical signs of arousal, such 
as penis circumference. 

If coercion, non-consensual 
sexual activity or violence is 
arousing to a person, it may 
be compulsive, he said. 

“At a veiy high level, you 
see that in serial rapists and 



even people who go on to 
commit sexually motivated 
homicide. Like all biological 
things, there is a spectrum 
there.” 

Bradford typically offers 
his expertise at the sentencing 
stage of a criminal trial after 
examining the perpetrator. 

“I suppose in theory, in ex¬ 
tremely rare circumstances, 
it could be used as a guilt-or- 
innocence thing, but I don’t 
think it should be. It’s mostly 
related to treatability or re¬ 
habilitation and those com¬ 


ponents which come out at 
sentencing.” 

Nature or nurture? Choice or 
compulsion? 

Even though Bradford is 
able to determine what people 
are aroused by, what’s made 
them that way remains largely 
a mystery. 

“What we know is that 
people who have atypical 
sexual interests, the best way 
to understand it is the same 
as anyone else. When we hit 


puberty and become sexually 
(mature) — we wake up, if you 
like — there’s an outpouring 
of sex hormones, we develop a 
sex drive and sexual fantasies 
and urges. 

“This appears to be pre¬ 
programmed. In other words, 
nobody chooses at that point 
to become pedophilic or have 
an atypical interest in S&M or 
things like that,” he said. 

There is research into 
whether developing an atyp¬ 
ical sexual interest is nature or 
nurture, but it’s inconclusive, 


he said. Most of the nature vs. 
nurture research is focused on 
criminals who commit sexual¬ 
ly motivated homicides. 

Some of those who commit 
sexually motivated homicides 
have been found to have brain 
damage or a chromosome ab¬ 
normality. 

However, that research 
can’t explain why some 
people with atypical sexual 
preferences participate only 
in consenting activities, while 
others don’t. 

Bradford said there is 
promising research into how 
sexuality may be formed by 
the interaction of genetics 
and hormones while a person 
is still in the womb. That re¬ 
search is still too preliminary 
to be relied upon. 

What’s the deal with Big Ears 
Teddy? 

As for one of the odder 
details of the Ghomeshi al¬ 
legations — that he turned 
around his “Big Ears Teddy” 
so it couldn’t see him become 
violent — Bradford said he 
couldn’t know what it means 
without examining Ghome¬ 
shi. 

But, if he were involved 
in a case with that detail, it 
would certainly be something 
he’d ask about. 

“It may have all kinds of 
implications to it. It may be 
something to do with child¬ 
hood.... It could be, in theoiy, 
veiy important if someone 
was engaged in a criminal 
trial and sentencing process. It 
may make the problems more 
understandable, and may also 
go to treatability,” he said.

Drones to patrol the 
U.S.-Caitada border 


‘Change detection.’ 

Predator Bs sweep 
remote areas and take 
high-resolution images 
for analysis by experts 


The U.S. government now pa¬ 
trols nearly half the Mexican 
border by drones in a largely 
unheralded shift to control 
desolate stretches where there 
are no agents, camera towers, 
ground sensors or fences, and 
it plans to expand the strategy 
to the Canadian border. 

It represents a significant 
departure from a decades-old 
approach that emphasizes 
boots on the ground and fen¬ 
ces. Under the new approach, 
Predator Bs sweep remote 


mountains, canyons and riv¬ 
ers with a high-resolution 
video camera and return 
within three days for another 
video in the same spot, two of¬ 
ficials with direct knowledge 
of the effort said on condition 
of anonymity. 

The two videos are then 
overlaid for analysts who use 
sophisticated software to iden¬ 
tify changes — the tracks of a 
farmer or cows, perhaps those 
of immigrants who entered 
the country illegally or a drug¬ 
laden Hummer, they said. 

About 92 per cent of 
drone missions have shown 
no change in terrain, but the 
others raised enough ques¬ 
tions to dispatch agents to de¬ 
termine if someone got away, 
sometimes by helicopter be¬ 
cause the area is so remote. 


About four per cent of mis¬ 
sions have been false alarms, 
like tracks of livestock or 
farmers, and about two per 
cent are inconclusive. 

The remaining two per 
cent offer evidence of illegal 
crossings from Mexico, which 
typically results in ground 
sensors being planted for clos¬ 
er monitoring. 

The government has oper¬ 
ated about 10,000 drone flights 
under the strategy, known in¬ 
ternally as “change detection,” 
since it began in March 2013. 

The strategy was launched 
without fanfare and expanded 
at a time when President Bar¬ 
ack Obama prepares to issue 
an executive order by the end 
of this year to reduce deporta¬ 
tions and enhance border se¬ 
curity.

Syrian opposition official and 
a rebel commander. 

Such an accord could 
present difficulties for Wash¬ 
ington’s strategy against ISIL. 
While warplanes from a U.S.- 
led coalition strike militants

entered the Syria war in 
2012 from its home in 
Iraq and tried to impose 
itself as the leading 
faction in the rebellion 
behind which it feels all 
pious Muslims should 
unite. Al-Qaida initially 
rejected ISIL's claims, and 
entered a war-within-a- 
war against it. 


from the air, the Obama ad¬ 
ministration has counted on 
arming “moderate” rebel fac¬ 
tions to push them back on 
the ground. 

Those rebels, already con¬ 
sidered relatively weak and 
disorganized, would face far 


stronger opposition if the two 
heavy-hitting militant groups 
are now working together. 

ISIL — the group that has 
seized nearly a third of Syria 
and Iraq with a campaign of 
brutality and beheadings this 
year — and al-Qaida’s affiliate 
in Syria, known as the Nus- 
ra Front, have fought each 
other bitterly for more than 
a year to dominate the rebel¬ 
lion against Syrian President 
Bashar Assad. 

Co-operation would likely 
fall short of unifying the rival 
militant groups, and experts 
believe any pact could easily 
unravel. 

U.S. intelligence officials 
have been watching the 
groups closely and say a full 
merger is not expected soon 
— if ever.

Iraq. U.S. 
may waive 
law to fund 
extremists 

The Obama administration is 
asking Congress to exempt 
its militaiy effort against ISIL 
(Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant) from a longstanding 
ban on U.S. assistance to tor¬ 
turers and war criminals. 

The move highlights 
doubts about finding “clean” 
American allies in a region 
wracked by ethnic animosity 
and religious extremism. 

The proposal is included 
in a recent request to Con¬ 
gress for $1.6 billion to train 
Iraqi and Kurdish forces to 
fight ISIL as part of a $5.6-bil- 
lion request to expand the 
U.S. mission in Iraq. Key Sen¬ 
ate Democrats are expected 
to oppose it. 

It would exempt the funds 
from a 1997 law that bars the 
U.S. from funding militaiy 
units suspected of “gross hu¬ 
man rights violations,” which 
include murder, torture and 
extrajudicial imprisonment.

French authorities said a 
young tiger was on the loose 
Thursday near Disneyland 
Paris, one of Europe’s top 
tourist destinations, and 
urged residents in three 
towns to stay indoors. 

The town of Montevrain 
sent out a news alert on its Fa- 
ceboolc page Thursday saying 
a young tiger was spotted in 
the brush behind some tennis 
courts and a soccer field. The 
field is about nine kilometres 
from Disneyland Paris. 

Around 60 police, fire and 
other security forces were 
trying to track the tiger, said 


Cedric Tartaud, chief of staff 
for the Montevrain mayor. 

The tiger is estimated to 
weigh around 70 kilograms, 
Tartaud said. 

Police were using a heli¬ 


copter to help search for the 
animal, and a wolf-catcher 
was also drafted in to aid in 
the search, Seine-et-Mame au¬ 
thorities said. 

Police and rescue squads at 


the scene roped off a security 
perimeter, authorities added, 
and they urged people living 
in Montevrain, Chessy and 
Chalifert to remain indoors. 
If they had to travel, police 


advised them to stay in their 
cars.

Overshadowed. Philae cut off from solar energy 


Europe’s comet lander Philae 
has come to rest in the shadow 
of a cliff, posing a potential 
problem for its solar panels, 
scientists said Thursday as they 
published the first image ever 
taken from a comet’s surface. 

The photo shows a rocky 
terrain, with one of the lander’s 
three feet in the comer of the 
frame. It is part of a slew of data 
that Philae is transmitting back 
to Earth, indicating that its in¬ 
struments are working prop¬ 
erly, said Jean-Pierre Bibring, 
the lander’s lead scientist at the 
European Space Agency (ESA). 

Before deciding whether to 


tiy to adjust the lander, scien¬ 
tists will spend the next day or 
two collecting as much data as 
possible while its primaiy bat- 
teiy still has energy. “We (can) 
see that we got less solar power 
than we planned for,” said Koen 
Geurts of the lander team. 

“This, of course, has an im¬ 
pact on our energy budget and 
our capabilities to conduct sci¬ 
ence for an extended period of 
time,” he said. “This is not a 
situation we were hoping for.” 

The landing was beset by a 
series of problems that began 
when the thmsters designed 
to push Philae on to the comet 


failed, and continued when two 
harpoons meant to be used as 
anchors did not deploy. The 
lander bounced back up and 
came to rest on the comet two 
hours later inside a shallow cra¬ 
ter, in the shadow of a nearby 
cliff, Bibring said. 

He said the data they’ll be 
able to collect with the primaiy 
batteries alone will have made 
the landing worthwhile. 

“A lot of science is getting 
covered now,” he said, noting 
they would soon receive data 
about the comet’s composition 
and 3D images of the comet. 

He said they will wait for

From rivals to frenemies. 

BlackBerry, Samsung team 
up, but are still competitors 


An unlikely pairing of Black- 
Berry and Samsung, two rivals 
in the smartphone industry, 
took shape on Thursday as the 
Canadian technology firm an¬ 
nounced it would make its mo¬ 
bile security technology avail¬ 
able for the Android operating 
system. 

It was a partnership that 
delivered a strong message: 
BlackBerry may have a lower 
profile these days, but it’s still 
prepared to be competitive. 

“I don’t know how to 
feel these days. I don’t know 
whether to wish Samsung suc¬ 
cess or not,” BlackBeny chief 
executive John Chen joked 
from the stage at an investor 
conference in San Francisco. 

Starting next year, business 
customers will have access to 
software on Samsung Galaxy 
smartphones and tablets that 
is finked with BlackBerry’s 
new mobile security software, 


known as BlackBerry Enter¬ 
prise Service 12. 

Chen said BES12 will serve 
as an “anchor” for a plan to roll 
out more software to users and 
give large organizations the 
ability to manage both older 
BlackBerrys and more recent 
versions of its smartphones, as 
well as smartphones that run 
software from competitors like 
Microsoft, Google and Apple.

Of the many new and exciting ways to be sort of 
awful to each other that the online age has created, 
sending links is among the worst. 

It doesn’t seem like it would be, I know And 
maybe it’s not, actually Many a link— via email, 
text message, chat, and messages, direct or instant, 
to articles, memes, videos, and other Internet de¬ 
tritus —is sent with the best possible intentions. 

This includes stories that you’re sure a friend 
would dig and probably hasn’t seen, or a link to a 
zoo’s “panda cam” sent on somebody’s sick day, or 
A-grade gossip that is best circulated as-is for max¬ 
imum schadenfreude impact. 

But maybe more often, it’s a ubiquitous bad 
habit enabled by social media; either a low-effort attempt to 
communicate something you don’t or can’t say yourself, or the 
casually passive-aggressive equivalency of an anonymous note 
—like, say, when I was exhausted by constant, pointless arguing

with my then-boyfriend. I’d send him links to arti¬ 
cles that more or less reflected my own position on a 
topic, and then would refuse to discuss or debate 
the links with him. (I now call that a “hit-and-run.”) 

One of my best friends hates watching videos 
online — something to do with having to locate and 
put on her headphones in her open-plan office — 
and just deletes them. 

I don’t like receiving a link of any kind without a 
note of context to let me know if I’m interrupting 
my daily sprint toward a deadline with a two- 
minute music video or a seven-page long-read about 
poverty. 

Our individual Internet-styles are so totally per¬ 
sonal and obscured from our friends and colleagues, and contin¬ 
gent on everything from loading speeds to work schedules and 
responsibilities, to emotional capacities for different kinds of 
content, that an act requiring the barest physical and mental ef¬ 


fort to send can require much more to receive. 

The “?” I might type in response to the sudden, stressful ap¬ 
pearance of a link in a Gchat conversation—what will this be; 
what will the IRL implications be on my time and feelings and 
inbox; will I seriously have to click this and then respond to it— 
means my sweet friend sending a dancing pizza gif is cornered 
into explaining what was intended as a tiny, funny gesture. 

Sending a link to someone is different in purpose and effect 
than posting it for any and everyone to see. 

Even with the very kindest online instincts — a dancing slice 
of pizza!—comes an expectation that the sended-to person en¬ 
gages with some third-party stuff. 

My own rule is to send something that I think someone 
might like, but never followup or ask if they’ve read it. 

It’s not what your friend has to say, but what your friend 
wants you to see—that is a special kind of imposition on our 
attention, and a new, complicated social obligation to add to 
the list.

Gilded 
pagodasabound,butthereisnot 
a single church, even though 
80,000 residents are Christian.

Twenty years ago, Roger 
Ebert wrote that a moment 
in Dumb and Dumber, 
“made me laugh so loudly, I 
embarrassed myself.” 

The movie, starring Jim 
Carrey and Jeff Daniels as 
the chicken-brained Lloyd 
and Harry, made $250 mil¬ 
lion at the box office and 
seemed likely to spawn a se¬ 
quel, but nothing happened 
for almost 20 years. 

There was a prequel — 
Dumb and Dumberer: When 
Harry Met Lloyd — but it 
was a Carrey-and-Daniel-less 
exercise in futility I called 
on its 2003 release, “one of 
the least-funny and ineptly 
made movies to ever play at 
your local multiplex.” 

So why did it take 19 
years and 333 days to release 
a Dumb and Dumber follow¬ 
up? Carrey says he wasn’t 
into doing sequels but soft¬ 
ened because everyone kept 
hounding him, he joked, 
“even dead people.” 

Fans had to wait ages 
for Dumb and Dumber’s 
return, but two decades is 
a mere drop in the bucket 
when compared to the gap 
between the 1942 Disney 
classic Bambi and its sequel 
Bambi II. 

A 10-year-old who saw the 
original would have been 
old enough to send their 
grandlcids to get popcorn re¬ 
fills when the sequel hit the¬ 
atres overseas (it went direct 
to DVD in North America) al¬ 
most 64 years later. 



Dumb and Dumber To

In Dumb and Dumber To, 
Lloyd (Jim Carrey) and 
best friend Harry (Jeff 
Daniels) hit the road, this 
time in search of a daugh¬ 
ter (Rachel Melvin) Harry 
didn’t know he had. She’s 
the “fruit of his loom” but 
could also be the kidney 
donor he needs to save his 


life. Two decades since the 
original, Harry and Lloyd 
haven’t gotten any wiser 
but they haven’t gotten 
much funnier, either. 
There are some astound- 
ingly un-PC gags — and I 
mean “gags” literally — 
here, but none that reach 
the otherworldly vulgarity 
of the original’s laxative 
overdose scene. Instead 
it’s predictably silly, ami¬ 
able stuff with wall-to-wall 
jokes and one-liners, some 
of which hit but most 
don’t. 


And 30 years after Alfred 
Hitchcock made seagulls 
menacing in The Birds, a 
made-for-television movie 
called The Birds II: Land’s 
End revisited the killer 
avian story. 

Tippi Hedren, star of the 
original, signed on and it 
was shot in the same house 
as the first film, but that’s 
where the similarities be¬ 
tween the two end. 

The New York Times 
called the film “feeble,” and 
Hedren said, “It’s absolutely 
horrible; it embarrasses me 
horribly.” 

Also, 29 years and 343 
days after 1968’s The Odd 
Couple hit the big screen, 
writer Neil Simon and stars 
Jack Lemmon and Walter 
Matthau reunited for The 
Odd Couple II. 

“We always had bad 
chemistry,” says Oscar Madi¬ 
son (Matthau). “We mix like 
oil and frozen yogurt.” 

It marked the last star¬ 
ring roles for each of its 
leads and the final collab¬ 
oration between Lemmon 
and Matthau after making 
10 movies together. 

These days, Hollywood 
seems obsessed with sequels 
and next year will be no dif¬ 
ferent. 

Mad Max: Fury Road, 
starring Tom Hardy in the 
role that made Mel Gibson 
famous, returns 30 years 
after Mad Max Beyond 
Thunder dome. 

Jurassic World revisits 
Jurassic Park III, 13 years 
later. 

But the biggest sequel 
news of the year — maybe 
of the decade — is the De¬ 
cember 2015 release of Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens. 

In the official Star Wars 
chronology, the new film 
follows 1983’s Return of the 
Jedi after a space of 32 years 
and 207 days.

Movies. Jon Stewart 
gets behind the 
camera for Rosewater 
and injects some 
humour in a dark story

Last summer Jon Stewart dis¬ 
appeared for two and a half 
months so he could direct a 
movie in Jordan. The result, 
Rosewater, is not a comedy, 
though it has jokes. It’s about 
Maziar Bahari (played by 
Gael Garcia Bernal), an Iran¬ 
ian journalist who wound 
up detained and tortured by 
Tehran officials for 118 days 
— in part because of his ap¬ 
pearance on The Daily Show. 

Nice shout-out early in 
the film to Pier Pasolini’s 
Teorema. 

You gotta respect the 
Teorema shout-out! Maziar 
may be the most cultur¬ 
ally literate individual I’ve 
ever met in my life. His vast 
knowledge of literature and 
art and music and film — it’s 
actually annoying. 

How did you prepare to 
direct a film? Did you bug 
filmmakers? 

There were a couple of 
people I went to, just to ask, 
“Is this viable? I’ve written 
a script. Is it a script? Do 
you look at it and say, ‘You 
know what, it turns out it’s a 
recipe. This is actually mock- 
apple pie, it’s not a movie.’” 

Were there things that 
surprised you about film- 
making, things you weren’t 
prepared for? 

The availability of craft 


services. That was 24 hours 
of hummus and apricots, in a 
way that was quite surpris¬ 
ing — and quite delicious. 

The process here wasn’t 
alien to the process we use 
on the show. The difference 
is at the show we’re in the 
same location every day. 

But we use the same sort 
of mechanics. So much of 
our time was spent trying 
to figure out how we can 
accomplish what we want to 
accomplish better and more 
efficiently. I had good actors, 

I had a good DP (director of 
photography), sound crew, 
production designers. So it 
was about making sure that 
the alchemy was right, that 
we were doing whatever we 
needed to make sure it all 
worked. 

This is a more serious 
production than The Daily 
Show. 

I don’t believe so. On The 
Daily Show, we use the tools 
of satire to address war, 
death, famine, all kinds 
of things. With this, we’re 
using the tools of cinema to 
address veiy similar themes 
and subtexts. 

Can you talk about the 
humour in this film? It’s far 
from a comedy, but there 
are jokes. 

I think humour was so 
central to Maziar’s survival 
and central to his memoir. 

I wanted to make sure we 
got humour in there, but in 
a way that we didn’t impose 
it on it — not in any kind of 
contrivance but in a way that 
allowed it to grow organic¬ 
ally from those situations. If 
we had heightened it and cre¬ 
ated farcical elements around 
it, it would have diminished 
just how the reality of the 
absurdity was so stark.

The release of The Hunger 
Games: Moclcingjay — Part 

1 is the beginning of the 
end for the super-successful 
dystopian franchise (Part 

2 won’t be out for another 
year), but Josh Hutcherson 
is all done. And he’s ready 
to relax and take it easy at 
home for a while — at least 
to keep his dog happy. 

It’s sort of past tense now 
that you’re done shoot¬ 
ing the Hunger Games 
films, but how did you fit 
in other projects between 
movies? 

Between the first Hunger 
Games and the second 
one, I didn’t do anything. 

I really enjoyed just liv¬ 
ing — which is so nice, by 
the way. Living is a great 
thing to do. You forget 
how nice it is until you 
do it sometimes. But then 
between Catching Fire and 
Moclcingjay, I really wanted 
to do this project, Escobar: 
Paradise Lost, and make it 
work. I read the script for 
it before I even did the first 
Hunger Games, but it was 
just about finding the 
time for it. It was really 


important to me. 

Do you have a sense of 
needing to seize on op¬ 
portunities while they’re 
plentiful and your profile 
is raised? 

Truthfully, I haven’t 
stopped working since I 
was nine. For the last 12 
years, I’ve done almost a 
movie or two every year. 

So it’s a lot, and I’m kind 
of now just realizing that 
the success of Hunger 
Games has afforded me 
the ability to not have to 
work right now. There’s 
an element of wanting to 
strike while the iron’s hot, 
of course, and because of 
that, I’m creating relation¬ 
ships with directors and 
producers and reading so 
many scripts, but I don’t 
really feel pressure to work 
right now. I actually feel 
the opposite. I feel that I 
have pressure to relax. So 
it’s good for right now. I 
don’t have another project 
planned; I’m just taking it 
easy and reading scripts. I 
also want to develop stuff. I 
want to produce and direct 
in the future, so it’s kind 
of getting my first step into 
that world as well. 

I feel like you mentioned 
an idea of directing way 
back when we talked for 
The Kids are All Right. 

How has that progressed 
since then? 

To producing. I’ve sort of 
gotten involved in that, 
and I think just through 
experience. Just being 
experienced on set and 
learning more from direc¬ 


tors I’ve worked with, 
reading more stories and 
reading more scripts, you 
know more. I want to know 
more things before I direct. 
I don’t think I’m smart 
enough yet. 


I don’t know, I’ve met 
some pretty dumb direc¬ 
tors. 

Oh yeah? Then f— it, let’s 
do it right now! 

If you’re being forced 
to relax, what does that 


involve? 

I was actually just in 
Hawaii, and that involved 
doing nothing. If I’m relax¬ 
ing, I want to be doing 
nothing. I like to sleep a 
lot, lay in the sand, swim 
in the ocean — that’s my 


idea of relaxing. But hon¬ 
estly for me, just hanging 
out. I don’t do a whole 
lot. I like to go out, have 
some fun, go to some bars 
or something, but really 
just relaxing with friends, 
hanging out at the house, 
listening to music — my 
dog. I’m with my dog all of 
the time. He’s the love of 
my life. 

It must be tough being 
away from him for work, 
then. 

That’s the worst, man. It’s 
also hard, too, because 
you can’t explain to them. 
You can’t be like, “Listen, 
I’m going to head out” — I 
mean, I still do anyway 
— “I’m going to head out, 
I’m going to be back soon. 

I love you. I’ll be back, 
don’t worry.” And then that 
look, when you leave, oh 
my God. Every time I leave 
my house, even just to go 
to lunch or something and 
my dog’s in my house, he’s 
like, “Wait, you’re leaving 
me?” Because they don’t 
know. Sometimes you leave 
and it’s a couple hours, 
sometimes it’s a couple 
weeks or months — at least 
in my work — so it’s 
like, s—, I feel so bad for 
them. 

I always worry I’ll come 
home and the dog will be 
indifferent to me. 

That’s my biggest fear. 
That’s my biggest fear in 
life. Not death, not getting 
old — it’s literally my 
dog not caring about me 
anymore because I’ve been 
gone too long.

If braising isn’t in your cook¬ 
ing repertoire, it’s time to add 
it — stat! This technique, which 
involves searing a piece of meat 
and letting it cook slowly in 
some stock and aromatics, 
delivers big flavour for a min¬ 
imum amount of effort. 

You will fall in love with 
this creamy pasta recipe. The 
rich sauce with braised rabbit 
is off the beaten path, since it 
doesn’t include tomatoes. 

Ragu 

1. In a large saucepan or deep 
skillet over medium high heat, 
brown the rabbit in the butter. 
Season with salt and pepper. 
Set aside on a plate. 

2. In the same saucepan, soften 
the carrots, onion and garlic. 
Sprinkle with the flour and 
cook while stirring for about 1 
minute. Add the wine and bring 
to a boil, stirring constantly. 

3. Add the broth, bay leaf 
and rabbit pieces. Bring to a 
boil, cover, and simmer over 
medium-low heat, for about 1 


hour and 30 minutes. Remove 
the rabbit and bay leaf. Debone 
the meat and return it to the 
sauce. Adjust the seasoning. 

Pasta 

1. Meanwhile, in large pot of 
salted boiling water, cook the 
pasta al dente. Drain and oil 
lightly if they have to rest aside. 

2. Add the pasta and herbs to 
the pan with the rabbit sauce. 
Stir to combine and warm 
through. Stir in the cheese and 
adjust the seasoning.

Growing up in 
Nova Scotia, I sa\ 
my fair share of 
rabbits in the wi] 
and sometimes 
even in my own 
backyard. 

I was more 
into feeding 
them than 
eating them; 
though my 
grandfather was 
prone to spring¬ 
ing one on me 
as an entree 
during fishing 
trips we’d take 
together when I was a kid. 

I’ve had rabbit since, but 
never featured on a bed of 
pappardelle a la Ricardo 
this week. 

On its own, rabbit pre¬ 
fers a red. Its light, gamey 
flavour works well with 
wines made from Malbec, 
Shiraz and Pinot Noir. 

In Ricardo’s recipe the 
creamy sauce calls for a 
white liquid partner. A 
subtly oalced Chardonnay 
is a good choice, as is an 
Italian from Soave or a 
Pinot Grigio. 

A white from France’s 
Rhone region is an inspired 
alternative. M. Chapoutier’s 
2012 Belleruche Cotes- 
du-Rhone Blanc ($16.61 
to $19.99) has a base of 
Grenache blanc that gives it 
bright aromatics and a full, 
round flavour that will ap¬ 
pease both the protein and 
pasta dressing.

A Nepali couple came to a Seva Canada eye 
camp near the town of Arghalchanchi, Nepal 
in springtime last year. The husband, Ram 
Bahadur, was blind. 

Many years ago, he had lost his left eye in 
an accident while breaking rocks to make 
concrete. 

It became infected and, though he went to 
traditional healers, he did not seek help from 
eye specialists. He was too poor to travel the 
2-3 days it would take to get to a hospital or to 
pay for the eye care.

Then a cataract in his right eye 
robbed him entirely of his vision. 

His wife had cared for him faithfully ever 
since the accident, leading him by the hand, 
guiding him to his food, taking him to the 
washroom and looking after all of his needs.

You could see in her face 
the heavy burden she carried. 

Ram received cataract surgery. Afterward 
he was carried to his friend’s home to spend 
the night, waiting and hoping for a new life.

While 
his was a quiet happiness, she was clearly 
thrilled. Her ecstatic smile showed how 
relieved and happy she was that both of them 
had regained their independence and dignity. 
She told us that she was so pleased that she 
would not have to lead him everywhere 
including to the washroom.

Most of the world’s 39 million blind live in 
the developing world, and could have their 
sight restored if care was brought to them.

Got some extra time? That’s what Edmonton 
Meals on Wheels is asking community mem¬ 
bers this holiday season. 

Edmonton Meals on Wheels is a not-for- 
profit organization that delivers carefully 
prepared meals to aging and homebound resi¬ 
dents in the city. The organization produces 
and distributes between 300-500 meals a day, 
a feat that cannot be completed without the 
help of dedicated volunteers. 

“The need for our services has been on the 
rise throughout the city,” said Volunteer and 
Schedule Coordinator Renee Cabana-Marshall.

Joseph said he loves having 
that veteran presence beside 
him. 

“It’s good. I didn’t play a lot 
of football this year, so sitting 
in the meeting rooms, when 
we get a look on film for in¬ 
stance, (Wednesday) morning 
Darian was telling me, ‘Think 
about this here. There’s some¬ 
thing that you can do within 
this offence.’

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Nominee Elimimian 
rewrites CFL history 



Outstanding player 
award. Linebacker and 
tackle record breaker 
is first pure defensive 
player nominated for 
top individual honour 


A record-breaking season has 
earned Solomon Elimimian 
a rare nomination. The B.C. 
Lions linebacker was named 
the West Division finalist for 
the CFL’s outstanding player 
award Thursday after regis¬ 
tering a league-record 143 
tackles. The six-foot, 227-pound 
Elimimian became the first 
pure defensive player named 
a conference nominee for the 
league’s most sought-after indi¬ 
vidual honour. 

“It’s a great honour and I’d 
be remiss if I didn’t appreci¬ 
ate my teammates and thank 
them for all they’ve done and 
how they’ve motivated me 
to be the best player I could 
be,” Elimimian said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. “In 2010 I 
came to Canada fourth on the 
depth chart. I didn’t start, got 
hurt, then I finally made it on 


the roster. 

“After winning the Grey 
Cup in ’ll, I went to the U.S. 
(signed with NFL’s Minnesota 
Vikings) but it didn’t work 
out. In 2012 I was injured a 
lot but bounced back in 2013 
so when I think about all the 
adversity I’ve been through it 
makes it even sweeter.” 

Several two-way perform¬ 
ers have won the outstand¬ 
ing player award — in 1992 
Ottawa linebacker Angelo 
Snipes was a runner-up to 
Calgaiy quarterback Doug 
Flutie for the honour — but 
Elimimian is the first de- 


fence-only star to be named 
a division finalist. Toronto 
Argonauts quarterback Ricky 
Ray was named the East Div¬ 
ision’s outstanding player 
for a second straight year in 
voting by the Football Repor¬ 
ters of Canada and nine CFL 
head coaches. Despite injur¬ 
ies to veteran receivers Chad 
Owens, Andre Durie and 
Jason Barnes, and promising 
rookie Anthony Coombs, Ray 
led the CFL in passing yards 
(4,595), TDs (28), completion 
percentage (68.5 per cent) 
and completions (425).
